Chinese Owner-Driver 
Summoned 


“COLLISION IMMINENT” 


Story of Incident at Repulse 
Bay 


The summons alleging negligent 
driving against Andrew Tse, on 
the Beach-road, at Repulse Bay, at 
5.30 p.m., on July 13, was heard by 
Mr. E. W. Hamilton: at the Central 
Magistracy, yesterday. 

Mr. M. XK. Lo was for the defence, 
whilst the prosecution was under- 
taken by the Police Traffic Depart- 
fhent. 

The principal witness for the 
prosecution was Mr. A. S. Mac- 
Kichan, of Messrs. Leigh and 
Orange. He said that on the even- 
Ing in question he drove down 
Beach-road in his motor car, a 
Sunbeam Tourer. His Chinese 
driver was In charge of the car, 
and he (witness) sat in the back 

After passing under the bridge 
and when his car was at a bend on 
the left of the road, just below the 
garage, defendant's car suddenly 
appeared and the collision occur- 
red. At that time his (witness’s) 
car was wel! into the left side of 
the road. 

Raining Heavily 

Witness added that it was rain- 
ing very heavily at the time, but 
his side-screens were not up, and 
there was a perfect vision in front 
of the car. As his car rounded the 
band, he saw defendant’s car, an 
Erskine Sedan, making straight for 
him, and he instantly knew that a 
collision was unavoidable. 

Defendant's car was sufficiently 
over the middle line of the road to 
hit the left of his car. At the time 
of the collision his car could not 
have got any further into its left 
aide of the road, and he estimated 
the speed it was travelling at from 
12 to 14 miles per hour. He could 
not say at what speed the defen- 
dant’s car was going, and did not 
care to give any estimate, but he 
understood that it was on second 
gear. 

“Put on the Brakes” 

As soon as he saw that a collision 
was imminent, witness told his 
driver to put on the brakes, and as 
his car stopped the other hit it on 
the off side crumpling up the off 
wing and doing considerable other 
damage, which included the break- 
ing of the steering gear. The car 
waa stopped dead at the impact, 
and the nose of the other car 
hit his car's bumper, a dent on 
which showed that it was hit at an 
angle. His car was pushed back by 
the impact which caused defendant’s 
car to straighten and scrape past. 

Magistrate's Queries 

Replying to the Magistrate, Mr. 
MacKichan said there was plenty of 
room on his (witness’s) right 
for an upward car to pass, 
as the road was wide, and 
he was well into his left side 
of the road. After the collision, 
defendant’s car passed on carrying 
away the hub cap of hia right front 
wheel and the running board. It 
eventually stopped about five yards 
behind, on its proper side of the 
road. 

Answering other questions, Mr. 
MacKichan said that the width of 
the road was 20 feet. He did not 
know the exact breadth of his car 
from wing to wing, but would 
place it roughly at 6 feet 6 inches. 

Mr. Hamilton: You are not alleg- 
ing that he was driving fast?—I 
can’t say anything about his speed. 
I would rather not give an estimate. 

Crogs-Examination 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lo, Mr. 
MacKichan said in reply to a ques- 
tion as to whether he was hugging 
his left side of the road when he 
said he had kept “well in”: “My 
wheels were not in the gutter, if 
that’s what you mean.” 

Mr. Lo suggested that correct car 
driving was to take what was called 
the “middle left”. 

Witness replied that some people 
like to do that, but he always kept 
well to the Jeft, adding: “Partieu- 
larly if it is a winding road it: 1s 
safer to keep well on your own left.”

Foreign Counterf eiters 
Up-Country 


MONEY CHANGERS DEFRAUDED 


Forgeries Discerered When Sent 
to Hong Kong 


A party of foreign tourists, con- 
sisting of three men and 4 woman, 
who claimed to be of Swiss nation- 
ality, arrived recently at Kong- 
moon from Hong Kong and travell- 
ed by rail to Toishan, breaking the 
journey on the way at different 
cities. It is reported that en route 
they exchanged Hong Kong notes 
for Central Bank new and old 
notes, which they afterwards con-| 
verted back to Hong Kong notes. 

No suspicion was entertained by 
the money changers, seeing that 
the party were foreigners, but 
when the Hong Kong notes which 
they received from the foreigners 
were later sent to their agents in 
Hong Kong, the notes in question 
were found to be counterfeit. 

The total amount of counterfeits | 
which the forelgners allegedly 
succeeded in passing on to un-| 
suspecting money changers and 
merchants is said to be over! 
$200,000. The money changers | 
have since telegraphed warning to | 
their district agents. 

Army of Kwangsi 

The Kwangsi troops having been , 
completely re-organized, the in-: 
spectors despatched by General Li 
Ming-shui to the different sectors | 
in Kwangsi have reported to Pro- 
vincial Headquarters. 

According to these reports, it fs. 
suid that the total number of the | 
troops now re-organized is 18,000 | 
and that the military equipment 
consists of 19,600 Jong and short 
rifles, 78 machine guns, 25 quick- 
firing rifles and 41 mountain guns. 

Bullion for Central Bank

WATER SHORTAGE 


Evidence of What We 
Have Experienced 


WE BLIK, OUST SAPPERS CRISIS REVIEWED 

Based on a report by Mr, Chad- 
wick in 1902, the report of the 
Water Authority for the jast rain 
year” (Hong Kong Island) contains 
some interesting matter. 

The “rain year” begins in May 
{when the norma] rainy season sets 
in) and ends, of course, with April. 
The rain year May, 1928, to April, 
1929, as has been stated in the 
“China Mail.” produced a record 
minimum rainfall, the total being 
59.975 inches. 

The largest quantity of water im- 
pounded in the reservoirs on the 1st 
of any month in the rain year under 
review was 2,811 million gallons on 
August 1, 1928. The smallest, in 
view of the proianged drought, 
would necessarily be on April 1, 
467 million srallons, after which 
date the crisis became worse.

[In August, | 226 million gal- 
lons of filtered water were consuin- 
ed. In April, 1929, consumption 
for the month amounted to only 160 
million gallons.

Automatic Telephones 
Nearly Ready 


SMART PERFORMANCE 

The Siemens China Company are 
to be congratulated on a very quick 
performance in connection with 
fhe installing of the automatic tele- 
phone aystem at Macao. Work has 
how commenced on the final stages 
of the installation and it is expect- 
ed that [he new system will be in 
operation all over the colony of 
Macao within two or three months. 

The contract between the Gov- 
ernment of Macao and the Company 
has provided for the setting up of 
a rérvice capable of carrying two 
thousand lines; but of this number 
only one thousand will come im- 
mediately into operation, thereby 
leaving a ieserve of one thousand 
lines for future needa of the 
colony. J.ines to all puints in the 
colony were laid down along the 
principal routes by subterranean 
cables some sontns age, since 
when work has been proceeding 
witn the making of connections and 
wiring at the Exchange. This work 
{a et:t] proceeding. 

Preparations for the final stages 
uf the work at the “Exchange” have 
been going on for some months, and 
a few daye ago the last part: of 
the machinery and equipment ar- 
rived from Europe, and there also 
came the expert engineers of the 
Sfemens Chitin Company from 
North China to carry out the final 
and most complicated connections 
at the Exchange te enable the 
syatem to commence operations 
withia the shortest time possible. 


An Official Undertaking 


Macno’s Telephone Exchange 
will be housed in the new Post 
Office Building which ia itself 
under construction, The telephone 
department will occupy a special ox- 
tension of the original plan to the 
edifice.

In appearance 
our Policemen 
are second to 
none, in any part 
of the world. This is especially 
so since the recent introduction 
of a new article of equipment to 
their uniform. All ranks, Euro- 
pean, Indian and Chinese, from 
the humble P.C. to the Superin- 
tendents, now wear Sam Browns 
attached to their belts. These 
leather straps, which go over one 
shoulder and are attached to the 
belts, take the weight of the re- 
volvers and keep the — belts 
straight, thus adding 60 per cent. 
to the smart appearance of the 
men. Before, it was a sloppy 
sight to see constables on patro! 
with the side of the belt, to which 
the revolvers are attached hang- 
ing well below the hip and the 
other side almost reaching the 
arm-pit! For the reform now 
made eredit is unstintingly given 
to the C.S.P. He has succeeded 
in making hia men look like a 
whole brigade of cadets of the 
Officers’ Training Corps!

They can 
handle rifles and machine guns 
just like soldiers, but there is one 
exsential thing in the make-up of 
Policemen which is sadly missing, 
in the case of many Indian and 
Chinese constables, and quite a 
few Europeans, too. It is Court 
Procedura. How often have 
Magistrates been sorely taxed by 
the. way evidence is given in 
Court’? It seems utterly impossi- 
ble for some Police witnesses to 
realise that only what they saw 
themselves can be given as evid- 
ence and that hearsay is me evid- 
ence. The same applies to the

handling of witnesses. Few In- 
dian and Chinese constables seem 
to know that witnesses have to be 
kept outside the Court until the 
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time arrives for them to go into 
the witness box. The Inspectors 
cannot see to everything and 
Must repose a certain amount of 
trust on their subordinates with 
the result that cases are often 
marred if not hopelessly lost. 
* 


Why this fault 
should persist is 
hard to say, as 
no doubt the in- 
structors at the Police Training 
School take great pains to coach 
their charges in “Procedure,”— 
no doubt, too, at the cost of a lot 
of temper and patience. Perhaps 
the fault lies in the.final examina- 
tion of recruits before they are 
passed out of the School. This 
examination should be made 
stiffer on the subject of “Pro- 
cedure” and unless a man really 
“dnows his onions” he — should 
never be passed out, even though 
he can march like a Guardsman, 
and shoot like a Bisley hero, be- 
cause these are not the only 
things that go to make a good 
Policeman, lf necessary, the 
standard of intelligence for ad- 
miasion to the Police Force of 
Indians and Chinese should be 
raised, and those who — cannot 
grasp “Procedure” after the pres- 
cribed period of recruiting, should 
be passed out of the Force, no 
matter what their other qualifica- 
tions in the matter of marching, 
shooting, ete.

to invite criti- 
cism of a body of men who are 
efficient in the majority, and 
hardly falr to the others. No- 
body knows which Policeman can 
march or shool, and cares less, 
but indifferent knowledge of what 
it is essential that a Policeman 
should know becomes public know- 
ledge the first time an officer fails 
in Court. Then, human nature 
being what it is, every one speaks 
about the “rotten Police Force,” 
which is, of course, far from the 
truth, taking the body as a whole.

Just as the bouquets 
handed out in the 
opening paragraphs!

be welcomed, here’s hoping that 
all concerned will algo take the 
“brickbats” in (and with) the 
right spirit.

“Arms And The Man” 


OR many months past Singapore and Shanghai have gained 
undesirable notoriety on account of the increasing number of 
outrages by gunmen, who are making life for Chinese and non- 
Chinese unsafe by day as well as by night. The resources of the 
respective criminal investigations departments have been taxed to 
the utmost to cope with this form of violent crime. 

In comparison it may be said with the greatest satisfaction, 
redounding to the credit of the Police authorities here, that life and 
property in Hong Kong are as “safe as houses.” The annals of the 
Sessions show that whilst cases do occur now and again in which 
the revolver or the knife has been used in the execution of crime, 
there has rever heen anything even remotely approaching the sensa- 
tional series of gang robberies in Malaya of a score of years or more 
ago. And there has been nothing to compare with the more recent 
epidemic of gunmen’s crimes in Singapore and Shanghai. Even dur- 
ing the exciting times of the strike and boycott the life of the 
average individual nere was as safe here as in a London drawing 
room. That, again, has only to be recalled to evoke the warmest 
expressions for praise for the manner in which the situation was 
handled by the authorities. 

Witkput in any way desiring to take away with the one hand 
what we have given with the other, the opinion may be expressed 
that the traffic in arms and other dangerous weapons still requires 
tightening up in certain directions known best to the authorities. 
Whilst the Colony is spared the absence of gunmen on the scale

mentioned in other Eastern centres it appears that too many arms 
and deadly weapons are possessed by Chinese desperadoes in the 
Colony and that, moreover, a stricter search for arms seems called 
for both ashore and on steamers, junks, and ferries, as well as trains. 
Revolvers, rifies, and daggers cannot be concealed in the false 
bottoms of baskets like opium. It is known, ‘of course, that the 
hauls of opium are the result of “information received,” but the 
sources of “information receivable” seem much weaker in'the case 
of arms. Ordinary robberies there shall always be. These are to 
be expected. But is not the number of armed robberies greater than 
what might be, looking to the high reputation and general efficiency 
of the Police in other directions affecting the prevention of crime? 
Of late weeks it has been observed that there has been a cam- 
paign of searching passengers on the Kowloon buses—not alone on 
Route No. 8 as a correspondent asserts elsewhere in our columns 
to-day. Searches are also conducted at the Yaumati-Hong .Kong 
and other Ferries on both sides of the harbour. And'yet, to escape 
search, all a Chinese has to do is to travel first class by the Star 
Ferry. So long as the Chinese of the criminal class possess arms So 
long must searches be conducted in the interests of the law-abiding 
sections of the Chinese and foreign community, but there appears 
little use confining these to one method-.whilst ignoring other 
equally obvious plans. - ~ Loni ie eee Rue 
In the past whole areas have been combed out in the search for 
suspects, the. military assisting in these with good: purpose.

MOSQUITO. RAVAGES 


[Contributed.] 


Mosquitoes.are great: enemies 
to the garden. They have a habit 
of scuffling holes just on the very 
edge of garden paths, and they 
ruin the edges of grass. They 
may look pretty. and natural in 
the large garden where there is 
much coyer, but their prettiness 
as they stick around of an even- 
ing cannot make up for the dam- 
age they do.. 

Traps for mosquitoes may, of 
course be put down, but these are 
not always satisfactory, and 
many are cruel. Mosquitoes may 
be shot, but they are wily crea- 
tures, and become very cunning 
about staying around to get a 
red nose. Early morning and late 
evening are the times they do the 
most damage, and, although you 
May wait for them either one 
time or the other, gun in hand, 
they seem by instinct to know 
that all is not safe. 

Mosquitoes have a.dread of cer- 
tain things. among them: being 
that of paraffin oil. It is a good 
plan, where particular plants are 
in danger of being attacked’ by 
mosquitoes, to surround them 
with soft, absorbent twine, which 
has been steeped in paraffin, 
Support the string on.. stakes at 
about six inches from the ground, 
and at least half a yard from the 
plants. The mosquitoes. will not 
attempt ‘to get past the. string 
while the odour of paraffin lasts. 
Both sweet pea and carnation 
growers have. found this plan 
worth while. It. may: be.:neces- 
sary, at. intervals, to revive the 
sme? by running ‘a -saturated 
sponge along the strings,-but the 
smell of paraffixi lingera‘long, un- 
like petrol and other: spirits.

Ags regards the pictures shown, it 
is a well known fact that in con- 
tracting for a series of pictures 
issued from a studio, the purchaser 
cannot pick and choose if clients are 
to De catered for, as if a regular 
service is required the producer 
muat take all or none. 

Further, the question of what is 
an attractive picture or not, I 
thought was a matter of individual 
taste,—however, I now see it is all 
a question of degree of intelligence, 
but anyway the result is the same, 
what suits one does not suit another, 
but it requires a much higher 
Management than any mortal one to 
put this right. 

As regards price, for a decent 
seat in a London cinema show the 
price is bs- which ig 150 per cent. 
more than the same class of seat 
here. The chief picture in a Lon- 
don show runs for at least three 
weeks constantly, whilst here owing 
to the less population, it is necea- 
sary to have a change of picture 
three times a week. Even the 
lowest degree of intelligence, and 
I venture to hope the highest degree 
of intelligence also, can see the risk 
of getting a certain number of poor 
pictures if, the management ‘has to 
get 156 pictures per annum, ie, 
three per week, instead of 17 pic- 
tures per year or once every three 
weeks. It reflects greatly to the 
credit of the management the fact 
that almost ten times as many pie- 
tures are ‘ought for display and 
yet the seating prices are kept at 
such a low figure in comparison with 
more thickly populated areas, 

As regards choosing of pictures 
for the foreign clients by a Chinese 
staff, this, if it were done, would of 
course be suicldal. Actually the 
pictures are chosen by the issuing 
Studios, who contract to give a re- 
gular supply, and the Chinese staff 
can be neither praised - nor. blamed 
for the pictures being good or other- 
wise. They must be shown as re- 
ceived, or there would be no pictures 
to show at all, and although 
some of your correspondents: might 
think this a blessing judging from 
the trend of their letters, thero are 
many others who would “be very 
sorry. : 

The enticing advortisoments ere 
also aupplicd by the advertising ex- 
ports attached to the same studios, 
and are sent with’ the pictures, so 
{f ‘they are ‘misleading, then the 
ontire world ts being misled, as:

too late (one hour). 

I hope the Council will realise 
that many people are anxious to see 
a football competition béfore 
Ostober, and now there are eight 
Clubs who are willing to play, and 
this charitable competition will in 
no way interfere with the season of 
the H.K.P.A.; therefore, why should 
they not allow others to do what 
they have considered that they 
themselves cannot do? 

If the Association has no control 
of Triendly games between any of 
the affiliated Clubs why should they 
claim the supreme control of charity 
games and turn these games down 
when they like? Do they mean 
that only they themselves can ar- 
range charity games and run 
charitable competitions and no one 
else is allowed to do any charitable 
work?

Neglect of Spark Plugs 

When u car iy harder to start, 
loses power on hills, and does not 
perform as well as it used to, the 
fault is usually due to the neglect 
of the motorist in not having his 
car inspected until after it has 
reached such a eondition that Ite 
loss of efficiency is conspicuous by 
its poor performance. A car pro- 
perly serviced should give just as 
good performance after 25,000 
miles of running ua it did when 
new. The principal minor servic- 
ing items which should be looked 
after carefully are the spark plugs 
nnd the ignition, Old and worn-out 
plugs cause poor starting and ex- 
cessive drain on the battery, poor 
running, and loss of power, 
especially on hills. Often large on- 
gine repair oxpenie is saved by 
simply installing a now aet of snark 
plugs, ‘This is recommonded évory 
10,000 miles.

Trade returné issued by the 
Board of Trade for the year ended 
December 81, 1928, provide very 


interesting information with regard , 


to the progress of the British cycle 
and motor cycle industry. 

he total value of exports have 
expanded to £6,901,800 as compared 
with the total of £480,681 in re- 
spect of imports, so that the British 
cycle and motor cycle 
provides a credit item in the Na- 
sheet to the extent 
of £6,421,119. 

{t is interesting to compare the 
value of the export trade in British 
cycle and motor cycle products with 
value of the export trade in 

car and commercial vehicle 
products, where, in spite of the very 
xreatly increased value per unit, 
the British motor car and com- 
mercial vehicie trade provided a 
credit item for the National balance

Hints For Better 
Performance 


Accessibility has alwaya been a 
motor-car quality upon which the 
manufacturer was prone to pride 
himself—with more and more justi- 
fication’ aa the years rolled on. 

Originally, when every motorist 
who was not professionally con- 
nected with the industry was an 
enthusiast who did not particular- 
ly wish the course of true motor- 
ing to run smooth, accessibility 
meant just what the word meana— 
ease of access to'all the parts which 
might need adjustment, repair or 
replacement for purely mechanical 
reasons. 

But since the owner-dciver has 
entered so largely into the scheme 
of things, accessibility and simpli- 
city of maintenance have become 
not mechanical desirabilities, out 
vital necessities. 

Two Improvements 

And with the advent of Woman 
ay an increasingly serious factor, 
I really think that manufacturers 
should ask themselves whether 
there is any possible improvement 
or modification which could be em- 
bodied in their particular vehicles 
which would tighten the lot of the 
owner-driver, and especially of the 
woman owner, 


The reply, I am sure, would be; 
1 the choked orifice—engines are nor- 


in the affirmative in 100 per cent. of 
cases. Two points alone might be 
mentioned—chassis lubrication and 
brake adjustment. 

So far as | know, there is no rea- 
son whatever why {tt should be 
necessary to prow! round a dozen 
or so greasers—which, frankly, are 
not by any means accesaible—with 
a messy grease gun; and equally 
there is no occasion to have to lie 
on the ground and squirm beneath 
the car in order to get at six differ- 
ent brake-adjusting nuts. 


Why Cars Are Neglected 

Single, central adjustment of the 
brakes, or at any rate of the main 
four-wheel brakes, is a perfectly 
sound system in ordinary use on 
many cars, and yet with a greater 
number still it is not possible to 
perform what should be a simple 
operation without getting dirty. 

Central chassis lubrication, too, 
is of proven efficiency, and so far as 
1 can see the only possible draw- 
back from the point of view of the 
maker of popularly-priced cars is 
that it must add slightly to the cost. 
And in the meantime, except for the 
substitution of the grease gun for 
the old screw-down grease caps— 
which, incidentally, were not much 
more difficult to reach, or use—the 
vast majority of cars have not pro- 


greseed in this matter ailnce long 
before the war, 

If the complicated system of oll 
lines necessary to central lubrica- 
tion is too expansive, or too Hable to 
fracture and damage, surely there 
is the alternative of leading out the 
various greasing points te a posi- 
tion where they can be attended to 
without taking up floor boards, or 
scrambling under the car? 

Quite apart from the enormous 
advantage to the owner-driver, even 
this inexpensive and simple system 
would inevitably result in better 
car performance. 1 am sure that 
not one car in thousands, as at pre- 
sent constructed, receives the care 
at every point which it really needs; 
and many, alas, are subjected to 
almost criminal neglect-—simply 
through the inaccessibility of the 
greagers. 

Brake adjustment and lubrication 
are the two main pointa upon which 
the modern car rather falls down, 


but there are many other details ' 


which need watching from the 
owner-driver's point of view. 


If ] Made Cars 

Oil filling orifices to the engine, 
for inatance, are often small and

LINCOLN TRAMS 


Replaced N: ow By 
Buses 


Another step in the progress of 
the motor bus for municipal service 
is marked by the official scrapping 
of Lincoln City trams and their re- 
placement by Leyland “Titan” 
‘buses, a ceremony which took place 
recently before a large crowd of 
interested wpecbators assembled in 
St. Benedict's Square, Lincoln, to 
watch the proceedings, At 3 p.m. 
the Mayor and Corporation officials 
took their seats, for their last ride, 
in a Corporation tram and amidst 
much cheering, slowly proceeded 
to the Depot, where they were met 
by four of the Corporation’s latest 
Leyland “Titan” ‘buses. Here 
they officially transferred their af- 
fections to the more modern method 
of transport and the new routes 
were formally opened by these four 
“Titans,” though they had previous- 


‘ly been in operation some months. - 


It is, perhaps, interesting to re 
call that Lincoln City, which had 
used trams eince 1905, first augy 
mented its tram service by "buses ite 
1920, when 11 single-decked "bused 
were put into service&: Though the 
City was at first regarded as most 
unsuitable for "bus operation on ac- 
count of the narrow and hilly streets 
and low arches, the Corporation de-’ 
cided with this venture. Other 
single-deckers were added to the‘ 
fleet, but the need for large capacity 
‘buses became increasingly obvious. 

Up to 1927 the low narrow arch- 
ways had been considered a definite 
bar to the use of the double-decker.; 
In that year, however, the advent of - 
the “Titan” and its successful pas-: 
sage through Stonehow put an end 
to the Corporation’s difficulties. : 

During the last 18 months Lincoln 
City transport has relied on Ley- 
lands exclusively for additions to 
its fleet, which now includes 10 
“Titans” and eight “Lions,” with a 
further four “Lions” on order,

TURBULENCE |

Motorists’ Vague Idea of 
Meaning 


The pseudo-expert is always ready j 
to discuss turbulence with those 
who know less than himself, but 

_ actually there are few moLorists who 
have more than a vague idea of 
what is meant by the term. 

A turbulent engine, broadly speak- 
ing, is one wherein the gayes, at 
the time of ignition, are in an 
agitated, or turbulent, state. This 
condition can be obtained in a num- 
ber of ways. When the importance 
of turbulence was first appreciated, 
some designers attempted to achieve 
it by creating obstructions in the 
induction system, so that the gases 
were spinning when they reached 
the combustion chamber. In this 
they were directly opposed to the 
etream-line echool of thought, which 
aimed at getting os much gas as 
possible into the cylinder, irrespec- 
tive of whether or no it was in the 
best condition for rapid combus- 
tion. 

It has been proved time and again 
that turbulence provides Incroased 
power—together with economy—

way of obtaining it, bowever, is by 
the design of the cylinder head, the, 
latest Humber engines providing @ 
goud example.

before ignition takes place. The 
mixture is thus quickly burnt, and! 
there is no tendency towards “pink- 
ing” even when the engine is pull- 
ing hard at low speeds. 

An important factor is the placing | 
of the sparking plug on the exhaust’ 
side, so that the flame travels away ' 
from the hot exhaust valve towards 
the piston, which has commenced 
the downward stroke, thua allowing | 
more space for tho remaining por-. 
tion of the combustion process to 
take place. Due to the position 
of the inlet valve, a stream of cool 
gus is directed on to the exhaust. 
valve during the suction stroke, 
thus providing a valuable cooling 
effect. 

It is sometimes thought that for 
an engine to be fast It must have 
a “fost” timing—le, must take a 
farge amount of advarice on the 
ignition. This, however, does 


not apply on a modern turbulent 
engine, for the vase: themselves are 


mnore readily ignited than those in 


a non-turbulent engine, and less 
ignition advance, therefore is re- 
quired.
